to safety and destroyed the

tons at a Point Edward, Ont., loading dock today. 
At least 75 persons suffered injuries or burns, but there 


was no loss of life. 

The fire, starting from the ex- 
plosion of a gasoline engine, 
razed 1,000 feet of sheds of the 
Northern: Navigation Company 
and consumed 12 loaded fréight 
cars and 21 empty cars. A com-
